Gentlemen, 


We, the members of the Special Building Committee, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


\ On opening the thirteen tenders received in response to our ad- 
-_-yertisement, for tenders to make the proposed enlaigements and im- 
provements at the County Home, we found that the lowest very 
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considerably exceeded the amount you placed at our disposal, namely, 
$4,500. We, therefore, were unable to let a contract and proceed ~ 


with the work. At our meeting on August 2nd, we visited the In- 
dustrial Home, went over it carefully, gave the conditions found 





existing very careful consideration, and came to the conclusion that — 


the repairs to the present building spoken of in your resolution of 
June 12th, were entirely inadequate to meet the needs of the situa- 
tion. The building is too small, the inmates therefore over-crowded, 
and no possible accommodation can be spared for the sickness that 
is inevitable in such an institution. We consider that to make such re- 
pairs as are possible on the basement of the present building, and 
put in new furnaces, in face of what is so badly needed at present, 


and which will be forced upon us inside of two years at furthest, 


is false economy. So strongly have the above,’ as well as other facts 


too numerous to detail in this report, forced themselves upon us, 
that we have deemed it our duty to place the matter before As for 
your consideration. 


We sincerely trust that when we have verbally explained to you 
the true position of affairs, and the amount necessary to complete 


the work in accordance with the plans of OC. C. Fairchild, adopted 


by you in your resolution of June 12th, you will place the amount 
at the disposal of your committee.

ut first obtaining a license for so doing: in manner hereinafter 
vided. ; 
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Provided always that no such license shall be required for - ‘Haw- 
kers, Pedlars or other persons selling from any vehicle or other con- 
veyance, any goods, wares or merchandise to any retail dealer, or 
for hawking or peddling any goods, wares or merchandise, the 
growth, produce or manufacture of this Province, not being liquors © 


within the meaning of the law relating to taverns or tavern licenses, 
if the same are being hawked or peddled by the manufacturer or 


producer of such goods, wares or merchandise, or by his Bona Fide 
servants or employees. having written authority in that behalf, and 
any such servant or employee shall produce and exhibit his written - 
authority when required so to do by any municipal or peace officer. 


IV.—The County Clerk shall cause to be prepared and printed a 
sufficient supply of Licenses, under Sections II. and II1.-of this 


By-Law, in a form to be approved of by the Warden, and shall keep — 
the Clerk of each Municipality within the County provided there-— 
with ; such license to be signed by the County Clerk and counter- 


signed by the Clerk of the Municipality issuing the same, and to be 
in force from the date thereof up to and inclusive of the thirtieth 
day of June or the thirty-first day of December next thereafter ; 
and the Clerk of any Municipality shall issue one of such licenses to 
any person applying therefor, whose respectability is vouched for by 
at least two rate-payers of the County, upon receipt of the fees here- 
inafter mentioned, which fees shall be received by the Clerk issuing 
such license to the use of the County, and shall be accounted for 
and paid over by him to the County Treasurer. 


2.—The Fees to be paid for such Licenses shall be the Meneeine: 


For an Auctioneer’s License for a period exceeding six months, 
the sum of ten dollars. 


a 


For an Auctioneer’s License for a tienaide of six months, ie 4 less 
period, the sum of eight dollars. 


For a Hawker or Pedlar’s License for a period of one A ea or a 
less period, the sum of fifty dollars. 


For every horse, ass, mule or other beast or boat used for bearing 
or drawing burden for the purpose aforesaid, for every period of one 
year, or less period, that it shall be so employed, the sum of fifty 
dollars. 


* V.—Every person offending against any of the provisions of this 
By-Law, shall, upon conviction before one or more Justices of the 
Peace having jurisdiction within the County, forfeit and pay a sum — 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars with reasonable costs, to be levied 
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by distress and sale of the goods of the offender; such fine to be 
paid one moiety thereof to the informer and the other to the County 
Treasurer to the use of the County; and for want of such distress 
such offender shall be imprisoned in the County Jail for a period 
not exceeding twenty days, unless such fine and costs be sooner paid. 


VI.—That a fee of one dollar is to be paid to the Clerk of the 
Municipality issuing the license under this By-Law, to be paid by 
the applicant, except free licenses ordered by the County Council. 


VII.—The word ‘‘ Hawkers”’ in this By-Law shall include all 
persons who, being agents for persons not resident within the 
County, sell or ofter for sale Tea, Dry Goods, Watches, Plated-ware, 
Silver-ware, Furniture, Carpets, Upholstery, and Millinery or 
Jewellery, or carry and expose samples or ‘patterns of any of such 
goods to be afterwards delivered within the County to any person 
not being a wholesale or retail dealer in such goods, wares or mer- 
chandise. —
